Flood Plain Pain 

One of the biggest shocks to 
several victims on the heels of 
the tornado was the appearance 
in West Liberty of a host of gov- 
ernment bureaucrats with their 
codes and regulations and red 
tape to save and protect us all 
as we struggle to rebuild: codes 
to protect us from ill-planned 
plumbing systems, faulty wir- 
ing, improper building founda- 
tions, inadequate storage space, 
tiny bathrooms, crab grass, 
floods, and you name it, all of 
them adding drastically to the 
cost of rebuilding. 

The one that sticks in our 
craw most is the government's 
flood plain mandate. We be- 
lieve unequivocally that the 
government has no business 
denying property owners the 
right to rebuild their homes the 
way they see fit just because 
the property happens to lie in a 
flood plain. (By the same token, 
we hasten to add, should it be 
the responsibility of the govern- 
ment to bail out flood victims 
whose homes happen to lie in a 
flood plain, nor to require them 
to purchase unaffordable flood 
insurance.) 

If a tornado victim who de- 
cides to rebuild his home where 



it has always stood (most likely 
for generations) on a low-lying 
site but above normal flood 
level, which is totally differ- 
ent from the flood plain level 
arbitrarily established several 
feet higher by the Army Corps 
of Engineers, he can expect a 
Corps representative to come 
calling. And if he cannot re- 
build his home with his own 
hands and must hire a licensed 
contractor, construction costs 
will soar. 

If the property owner is able 
and skilled enough to do the 
work himself, he can rebuild 
to suit himself — if they can 
get a permit, while contractors 
who fail to adhere to govern- 
ment constniction standards for 
structures built within a flood 
plain can be put out of busi- 
ness with the resulting red tape, 
penalties, delays, etc., so must 
dance to the government's tune. 

Wonder how many tornado 
victims' homeowners policies 
covered the thousands of ad- 
ditional dollars they'll have to 
pay to raise the level of their 
homes above the food plain 
level? Not many, we'll bet. 

And, incidentally, the flood 
plain level for the Licking River 
at West Liberty is not the origi- 
nal 770 feet mean sea level it 
was when Cave Run Lake was 
built, but is now 780 feet, which 
means tliat should a flood ever 
reach that level, all of Riverside 
Drive will be inundated and 
most of the rest of us had better 
build us an ark. — ^EWK 



Teach for America, which for 20 years has been placing top 
students from top colleges in low-income school districts, placed 
its first teachers in Appalachia only a year ago.

Make 
it comfortable for your family 
because I am going to destroy 
all other humans. Bring in a 
pair of all animals, birds and 
reptiles." Shem asked God, "Do 
we have to bring in mosquitoes 
and spiders?" 

"I said everything, Shem!" 
God said. 

Ham said he didn't think 
he would round up a couple 
of skunks, that he would leave 
that to Japheth since he was the 
youngest. 

God went on to say, "Be 
sure you put enough food for 
you and the cargo in the ship." 
Noah, being over 600 years old. 



complained to God that he was 
awful old to build a ship, could 
he and his family find a high 
mountain and sit out the flood? 
"What we would like to do," he 
said, "is build a house with a 1 5 
foot high block foundation." 
God told Noah. "There are not 
enough concrete blocks in the 
world for this flood." 

God told Noah and his boys 
to get busy, that he should prob- 
ably journey over to Ur and get 
a permit to build the ark from 
the Housing Commission, as 
they were pretty strict about 
such things and Noah's family 
was going to be living in the 
ark. Noah told Ham to warm 
up a camel and he would start 
to Ur and be back in about six 
months with a perniit. He had 
heard it took a month to get 
a plan reviewed. Noah had 
already drawn up plans for the 
ark as God had instnicted him 
to do and felt he would have no 
trouble getting them approved. 

When Noah finally arrived 
at the Housing Commission, 
he laid down his plans before 
the commissioner. The com- 
missioner told Noah, "Eirst, we 
need the plans in triplicate." He 
went on to say that he would 
have to have two windows 12 
ft. high for the giraffes as they 
were susceptible to sea sick- 
ness, but that he would have 
to check with the Humane 
Society on that; the rabbits had 
to be separated, males in the aft 
and does in the fore. "And you 
have included no vents for the 
elephant department," aid the 
commisioner. "The elephants 
have to have vents in their com- 
partments due to accumulation 
of gas." (This could be done, 
he said, by building a circular 
squirrel cage with fan blades 
on it.) Elephants are noted for 
having indigestion as a diet of 
hay causes them to accumulate 
gas. "And, said the commis- 
sioner, "you can't confine the 
peacocks, as they need to stmt 
around in the corridor, and put 
the crows in the very back of the 
ship because they are so noisy 
they will drive you crazy." And 



the commissioner said he didn't 
like snakes either, and directed 
Noali to put them under a big 
rock in the bottom of the ship. 
"You should also build a small 
dinghy and pull it behind for 
the skunks," the commissioner 
added. Noah said that was not 
the way I was told to build the 
ark. The commissiolner said, "I 
don't care if God himself told 
you how to build the ark, this is 
what the regulatilons call for." 

The commissioner said he 
didn't see plans for a sewage 
system for the ship and said 
"The EPA is very strict about 
this." Noali explained that he 
had planned to dispose of the 
sewage by dumping it into the 
sea. The commissioner assured 
him that would never work and 
that he would have to redraw 
his plans to include a "settling 
pond" somewhere on the ship. 
This would also be a good 
place to keep the mosquitoes, 
the commissioner said. The 
commissioner went on and 
on. until he came to the straw 
that "broke the camel's back": 
when he told Noah he couldn't 
build the ark within the flood 
plain. This really teed Noah off 
and he told the commissioner, 
"After the flood, no one would 
be allowed to build a building 
because "this is going to be the 
mother of all floods and when 
it's over, everyone below the 
peak of Mt, Ararat will have to 
have flood insurance if they are 
going to build a building!" 

Noali left the commissioner 
and the city of Ur in a huff and 
headed home as fast as his cam- 
el would carry him. When he 
anived home he told the boys 
to build that ark like God said 
and forget about the Housing 
Commission, EPA, and Animal 
Rights Authority. This they did 
and later as they floated over 
the city of Ur in the ark, they 
released all the contents from 
the elephant compartment on 
the city as Noah yelled over 
the side, "Here's to your set- 
tling pond!"

lives are invigorating rural 
schools where most teachers are 
natives who went to the near- 
est college - and giving fresh 
promise to the idea that edu- 
cation is the key to economic 
progress in the region. 

"Any time you challenge the 
status quo - 'the man' - any 
time you challenge the man, 
you're gonna put pressure on 
the whole system to do better," 
said Terry Holliday, the state 
commissioner of education. 

But TEA has its critics, and 
to some, it is just the most re- 
cent incarnation in a long series 
of well-intentioned but naive 
outsiders who try to help Ap- 
palachians who never asked for 
it; privileged, bored, 20-some- 
things who want to fight a war 
without dodging bullets. 

Morehead State University 
Education Dean Cathy Gunn, 
who doesn't support TEA, said 
some of its teachers might 
think "It will look good on my 
resume, and I want to take a 
break, and it's like the Peace 
Corps." 

Lois Combs Weinberg and 
Alix Smith 

People in the region have 



seen similar programs since 
the War on Poverty began in 
the mid-1960s; while some 
volunteers from outside the re- 
gion stayed, most left. "People 
would say that they 'popped in, 
popped off, and popped out'," 
says Lois Combs Weinberg, 
who was a VISTA (Volunteer 
In Service To America) and 
whose father, Bert Combs, was 
governor from 1969-73. 

But unlike some such pro- 
grams, TEAers don't organize. 
They don't picket. In fact, 
they're media-shy: Getting 
interviews with some of them 
was a challenge. They're here 
to teach, and they want to make 
clear that TEA - at least as an 
organization - is here to stay for 
the long term. 

"It's basically been a boom 
and bust cycle of people coming 
in and leaving," says TEA corps 
member Alix Smith, who teach- 
es in Lynn Camp High School 
at Corbin. "Our goal here with 
TEA is to get the boom without 
the bust." 

tea's careful efforts at com- 
munity integration seem to be 
working, based on interviews 
with some Eastern Kentucky 
citizens. "At first we were 
skeptical, but they won us over 
in the end," one said. "Every 
one of them would have faced 
down hell with a water pistol 
if they thought it would help 
their kids." 

Principal Robbie Eletcher 
of Sheldon Clark High School 
in Inez shared a similar story 
about a TEA teacher. Several 
students' parents "called me 
and wanted their kids out of 
her class," he said. And inside 
that class, some students were 
equally irate, saying things like 
"I don't know how things work 
wherever it is you came from, 
but this is just not the way we do 
things around here." But in the 
end, Fletcher said, the teacher 
won them over, parents in- 
cluded -"except one," he says, 
"and the pope himself couldn't 



have converted that one." 

Another reason for TEA's 
success is that it is meeting real 
needs. Many schools in Appala- 
chia don't have qualified teach- 
ers in foreign languages, special 
education or the sciences. TEA 
is filling desks that would oth- 
erwise be vacant or filled with 
long-term substitutes. 

There's another difference 
between TEA and past pro- 
grams, too: 50 years of academ- 
ic research. "TEA is specific. 
It's much more targeted work," 
says Weinberg. "With VISTA, 
we really didn't know what 
[the volunteers] were doing," 
she says. "We sent them there 
to 'do good' and gave them no 
training." TEA now has a much 
more "sophisticated conceptual 
framework," she says, "We now 
know that education equals 
economic development." 

Even if TEA members don't 
see fliemselves as directly fight- 
ing poverty, they still are very 
much part of the poverty war, 
says University of Kentucky 
economist Ken Troske, who 
runs the Kentucky Center for 
Business and Economic Re- 
search. 

"If you can just raise edu- 
cation levels in Eastern Ken- 
tucky," Troske says, "you could 
eliminate almost all of the 
region's problems because low 
education levels are responsible 
for poverty, poor health, smok- 
ing, obesity, crime, drug use." 
Troske says TEA doesn't have 
to work miracles: "Even if you 
can raise these kids' achieve- 
ment by just 1 or 2 years of 
quality-adjusted education, you 
can start to see some real results 
in these other metrics." 

There was skepticism that 
TEA could get the political sup- 
port needed to open a region in 
Appalachia and start placing 
teachers. A starting teacher 
in Eastern Kentucky makes 
upward of $30,000 a year in a 
region where the per capita

Con income is approxi- 
mately half that, so local 
demand for teaching jobs 
is strong. But the need for 
qualified teachers overcame 
the politics. 

"Right now TFAis very tar- 
geted in rural settings where 
they just can't find the teach- 
ers," Holliday said. He hopes 
to broaden the impact by 
making it a catalyst for better 
teacher quality throughout 
the state. 

While TFA is a national 
program, its teachers are em- 
ployed locally, at the same 
salary locals would have been 
paid. "None of the hiring/ 
firing processes were taken 
away," said Phil Rogers, who 
was executive director of the 
state Education Professional 
Standards Board until he re- 
tired this summer. "They still 
have to be hired by the site- 
based council" at a school, 
Rogers noted; the only dif- 
ference is that schools get an 
added benefit from having a 
bigger pool of applicants. 

Regardless of how much 
like normal, local teachers the 
TFA corps members may feel, 
they are still part of a national 
service organization and their 
career tracks are different. 
Many are delaying six-figure 
salaries. Altruism is at work 
here, to some extent, and the 
students respect that. 

"They know that the other 
jobs we had are higher pay- 
ing, salary-wise," said Smith, 
who teaches Spanish at Lynn 
Camp. But they also wonder 
about motives. Senorita Smith 
said one of her students con- 
fronted her in class, saying: "I 
heard that Teach for America 
teachers are only here because 
they think that we're poor and 
think we're stupid and think 
we're don't wear shoes." 

Smith said she replied, "Do 
you really believe that I think 



you guys are stupid?" Smith's 
eyes went glittery with tears 
for a moment in the retelling. 
She says the class murmured 
back, "No," and finally one 
found the right words: "You 
wouldn't work us so hard 
if you thought we were that 
stupid." 

Liz Selden teaches math in 
Leslie County 

But for many of the TFAers, 
the question comes up over 
and over. "My kids think I'm 
certifiably insane for coming 
here," says TFA teacher Liz 
Selden of Leslie County. 

Her colleague, Tom Mitch- 
ell, tells me that his students 
thought his very presence in 
Eastern Kentucky was a sure 
sign that he couldn't get a job 
anywhere else. "You must 
have done something really 
wrong to end up here," he says 
they told him. 

The students can play 
the Appalachia card another 
way, too. TFA teacher Ma- 
rie Giezendanner said her 
students started out saying, 
"We're from Martin County. 
You can't expect us to al- 
ways do our homework. I got 
so sick and tired of hearing 
about Martin County this, 
and Martin County that, tliat 
eventually I came down pretty 
hard on them about it. They 
don't try that excuse so much 
anymore." 

When asked what causes 
low educational achievement 
in the region, TFA teachers 
say it is not so much poverty 
as "low expectations," and 
this isn't just armchair sociol- 
ogy. UK education and sociol- 
ogy Professor Alan De Young 
says this is deeply rooted in 
the history of education in 
Appalachia. 

"Up until about 1960, 
the point of the high- school 
teacher in Eastern Kentucky 
was to keep kids in the area, 
to prepare them for local jobs. 
Now, it's the opposite - it's 
to equip kids to leave for col- 



lege," De Young said, and he 
thinks the schools have been 
slow to catch up. 

The most common ques- 
tion TFA teachers in Appa- 
lachia get is "Are you going 
to stay?" It is often used as a 
"polite way to express doubts 
about TFA," says Smith. 
Gunn, the Morehead dean, 
said confidently, "They're not 
coming to Appalachia to stay, 
that's for sure." 

TFA is a two-year com- 
mitment, but the hope is that 
many will stay longer. "Com- 
ing into the corps, only 10 
percent of corps members 
say they want education to 
be their career," says UK 
graduate Will Nash, executive 
director of TFA's Appalachia 
region, but "Two-thirds of all 
TFA alumni who have gone 
through the program are cur- 
rently in education, broadly 
defined," some in school 
administration. 

Coming in, some Kentucky 
TFAers couldn't imagine 
staying. "Now," says Smith, 
"I can't imagine leaving." 
Already, some of the corps 
members are making plans 
for the long haul. "I'd stay 
at Leslie County for the next 
30 years. Lord willing," says 
Selden, who is from Georgia 
and says she is now "queen of 
[her] very own single wide" 
mobile home. 

The short-term commit- 
ment is a common criticism, 
and it's an even bigger prob- 
lem in Appalachia, Lynn 
Camp Principal Amy Bays 
said. "In our area, kids are 
used to people leaving them," 
she says, "so they were espe- 
cially wary of these people 
who would only stay for two 
years." 

Mitchell said likewise. "A 
lot of my boys don't have 
stable male role models in 
their life," he says, "so they're 
often looking to me to pro- 
vide guidance. I'm concerned 
about what happens when I'm 



gone. 

TFA teachers try to get 
their students to focus on their 
own futures. They say there is 
one topic that is "daily conver- 
sation" in their classes: col- 
lege. But in high school and 
especially the middle grades, 
this can seem a far-off and 
distant goal. TFA teachers talk 
about their own experiences to 
make college more attractive, 
and administrators like that. 

Bays says students are 
"star struck" by the TFAers' 
experiences, which broaden 
their conception of what is 
possible. "They don't get out 
of the county much," she said, 
so this is important. 

Holliday agrees. "One of 
the things that excites me 
most about TFA," he said, "is 
that since TFA recruits from 
the top 10 percent of the top 
10 percent, they're great role 
models for these kids." 

But it may be more elemen- 
tal than that. 

It's the last day of school 
in Barbourville and I'm on 
the bus with Stephanie Tan- 
ner's Spanish class. I ask them 
what they think of their TFA 
teachers, Ms. Tanner and Mr. 
Roach, and I can barely hear 
for the shouting. 

"They're awesome," they 
tell me. "Best teachers we 
have," says one. When asked 
why, they tell me in gritty 
detail, pulling no punches, 
often giving me quotes about 
the shortcomings of non-TFA 
teachers that pmdence makes 
unprintable here. 

"She's the first Spanish 
teacher to stay with us for 
more than a year," says Chan- 
dler Smith, a ninth grader at 
Knox County High. "Only 
one of them that knew how 
to teach, too," another kid 
interjects. 

At lunch, I get 20 versions 
of the same response: TFA 
teachers just know how to 
connect. The same point is 
made more and more color- 
fully as I talk to more of the 
students. 

"They're basically really, 
really, really smart teenagers 
who know how to teach," says 
one. "No, no, no," another 
corrects him. "They just get 
what we like because they 
like those things too," says 
another. And then, finally, 
"They're great teachers for 
us kids because they're really 
just kids themselves." 

The teachers seem to know 
what they're doing: every 
piece of role-modeling is 
intentional, every allusion cal- 
culated. They know the value 
of a good pop-culture refer- 
ence and they're not above 
leveraging that if it works. 

They're scrappy educators 
- and scrappy is a good way of 
describing their feelings about 
TFA's mission, too. Over and 
over again in interviews, the 
corps members tell me that 
"humility goes a long way." 
They don't think they're here 
to save Appalachia or to end 
poverty in the state of Ken- 
tucky. For them, it's much 
simpler than that: get the stu- 
dents to leam the material - by 
any means necessary. That's 
hard enough. But if you can 
do it, TFA and its supporters 
believe, day after day after 
day, we might just be able to 
close the achievement gap in 
Appalachia.

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Do Frequent Flyers 
Have More Colds? 

Several times each year, Christine travels cross country by 
air to make presentations to her sales staff. Far too many 
times, she has noticed, she is miserable with a head cold 
wlule malung her powerpoint presentation. 

Frequent flyers often note the connection between 
colds and air travel. One study published in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association [August, zooz] seemed to 
confirm it. Of 1,100 airline passengers travefing from San 
Francisco to Denver on a two-hour fUght, 21 percent report- 
ed getting a cold within seven days of thrir fUght. That com- 
pares to only 3 percent in the regular population who would 
expect to catch a cold over the same period. 

Rather than establishing proof, the study "suggests 
the need for further research on this topic," the authors 
wrote. The question is why, and it may have less to do with 
the nature of air travel than the fact that several hundred 
people are sitting in the close quarters of the airline cabin. 

Some have worried about the use of recirculated 
caUn air in some aircraft, and this study effectively dis- 
missed this concern. There was no difference in the rate of 
colds among subjects flying in older aircraft that use 100 per- 
cent fresh air and those flying in more economical 737s sup- 
plying 50 percent recirculated air. Although some of the air 
is recirculated, it is also filtered to remove dust, bugs, viruses 
and Sun^, Cold viruses are carried on tiny droplets that are 
trig enough to be trapped by the filter. 

One advantage of the new system is that airflow is 
from the top of the calrin to the floor rather than from front 
to back as it is ynth older aircraft. Less air is shared among 
passengers with this top to bottom air flow. 

Infectious germs can be picked up during air travel, 
and there are confirmed cases of the flu, SARS (severe acute 
respiratory syndrome), and tuberculosis tracked to passen- 
gers on airlines. A traveler with SARS, for example, infected 
16 persons staying at a Hong Kong hotel. Six of these trav- 
elers then took ffights to Australia, Canada, Singapore, the 
Philippines and Viet Nam-causing outbreaks in all of these 
countries within a matter of days. 

Although crowded conditions are probably the ma- 
jor reason for germ transmission, the low cabin humidity 
at high altitudes is another risk. At 10 percent humidity or 
lower, the protective mucus in the nose and throat dries up 
and becomes less effective at filtering out germs. 

The best approach to dealing with this drying effect 
is to sip water or another fluid regularly rather than drink- 
ing a whole lot just before you take off or after your throat 
feels parched. 

That's difficult to do because Homeland Safety rules 
forbid you from carrying a full bottle onto the plane. The 
solution is to bring an empty bottle with you and then fill it 
once you're on the plane. 

If you feel yourself coming down with a cold or oth- 
er illness before you fly, you should do everything you can to 
put your plans on hold. That's not easy, of course, but you 
don't want to expose others while you are still infectious. 
And the flight will only make you feel worse. 




In the old days of air travel, airline crew passed out 
hard candy and chewing gum during takeoffs and landings. 
Today, you'll have to buy your own. The idea is to force you 
to swallow frequently, helping equalize air pressure. Giving 
a baby a bottle or a pacifier during this time has a similar ef- 
fect. 

Air pressure can also be equalized through use of 
the Valsalva maneuver. Hold your nose closed, then try to 
exhale wlule keeping your mouth shut. The faint popping 
you'll feel is a sign that the air is being equalized. 

These measures are particularly helpful for the 
mild or moderate discomfort that nearly everyone feels. If 
you have a head cold or sinusitis, however, you should con- 
sider taking a decongestant ahead of time to ease the conges- 
tion. This can be an oral medication or a nasal spray. 

Colds and other respiratory infections are no fun- 
whether they occur before, during or after air travel. If 
you're a frequent flyer, you're undoubtedly familiar with all 
of the problems and are learning, reluctantiy, to deal with 
them.

DESCENDANTS OF 
CHARLEMAGNE. The previ- 
ous two "Historical Sketches" 
have been related to Char- 
lemagne. The first (before 
the tornado of March 2!) was 
a biography of one of his de- 
scendants in Morgan County, 
Gardner Hopkins, a Revolu- 
tionary War soldier and pioneer. 
Tlie second was a biography of 
Charlemagne (742-814), King 
of the Franks and Holy Roman 
emperor. The present sketch 
traces the connection between 
the two. 

A family genealogy by my 
aunt Lucille (Nickell) Haney 
(see Acknowledgments) in- 
cludes the ancestry of Gard- 
ner Hopkins (her fourth-great 
grandfather). His mother, Mary 
Joslin Hopkins, in tum descend- 
ed (through some 24 ancestors) 
from Sir Gilbert Jocelyn, a 
wealthy Nomian knight who ar- 
rived in England with William 
the Conqueror in 1066. 

Recently, Lucille has been in 
touch with another genealogist, 
Vircenoy (Baker) Macatee (see 
Acknowledgments), who has 
traced that knight's ancestry to 
Charlemagne. The line extends 
back in time as follows: Sir Gil- 
bert Jocelyn, Gerberga (daugh- 
ter of Charles and Bonne), 
Charles (Duke of Lorraine), 
Louis D'Outremer, Charles 
("the Simple"), Louis ("the 
Stammerer," King of Aqui- 
taine), Charles ("the Bald"), 
Louis ("the Pious"), and finally 
to Charles ("the Great," known 
in French as Charlemagne). 

Therefore, if you can trace 
your ancestry back to Gard- 
ner Hopkins, you know you 
descend from Charlemagne 
himself! It is not possible to list 
aU of Hopkins' descendants, but 
here is one line of descent (Lu-

Thornsberry runs wi Id as 
Morgan blows out South Royd 

Junior back tallies 243 yards, 4 TD^s; Cougar 
defense dominates Weston Little

It was a career night for 
Kody Thornsberry and a career 
low for Weston Little as visiting 
Morgan County turned in its 
most dominating performance 
of the season with a 48-0 shut- 
out of South Floyd. 

Thornsberry was the best 
player on the field, which is a 
high compliment considering 
the field also included the state's 
leading rusher in Little. But 
Little's numbers were no match 
for Thornsberry, who carried 
for 243 yards on just 13 carries. 
Had Thornsberry played the 
entire third and fourth quarter, 
he could have easily surpassed 
400 yards. He was simply that 
good with South Floyd having 
no answer for the Cougars' 
dynamite ninning back. 

Little, on the other hand, 
struggled from his team's open- 
ing possession. The first time 
he touched the ball. Little was 
tackled for a five yard loss 
by Cougar linebacker Walker 
Crase. And that was only an 
indication of things to come. 

Meanwhile, the Cougars 
were literally scoring at will. 
Thornsberry' s 30 yard gain on 
Morgan's opening drive set up 
his own one yard touchdown 
and subsequent two-point con- 
version. Less than three minutes 
in, Morgan was staked to an

8-0 lead. 

On the Cougars' next pos- 
session, Thornsberry returned 
a punt 30 yards and then ran 
for another 20 and a first down. 
Crase tacked on a 15 yard 
pickup to get Morgan in the 
red zone.

Changes to Form 1099-G and 
1099-MISC for FSA Producers 



LEXINGTON, Ky.— John 
W. McCauley, USDA Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) Stateb 
Executive Director, announced 
that calendar year 2012 brings 
several changes to the way FSA 
reports a producer's farm pro- 
gram payments to the producer 
and to IRS. 

In past years, IRS Forms 
1099-G would be issued to 
show all program payments 
received from the Farm Ser- 
vice Agency, regardless of tlie 
amount. 

"Starting with calendar year 
2012, producers whose to- 
tal reportable payments from 
FSA are less than $600 will 
not receive IRS Form 1099-G 
(Report of Payments to Produc- 
ers)," said McCauley. 



Additionally, producers who 
receive payments from more 
than one county will only re- 
ceive one Form 1099-G if the 
total of all payments from all 
counties is $600 or more, Mc- 
Cauley said. 

"Producers who receive 
less than $600 in combined 
payments should consult a tax 
advisor to determine if these 
payments must be reported on 
tlieir tax return," he said. 

If the payments were subject 
to voluntary withholdings or 
subject to backup (involuntary) 
withholdings a Form 1099-G 
will be issued regardless of the 
total amount of the payments, 
McCauley said.

JACKSON, Ky. — The 
Kentucky Transportation Cabi- 
net recently awarded seven con- 
tracts totaling more than $24 
million for highway projects in 
five counties within the Depart- 
ment of Highways District 10. 

Six contracts were awarded 
as part of the August 2012 
letting, and one contract was 
awarded as part of the June 
2012 letting. 

Contracts awarded are: 

•A $14,236,499.44 contract 
to reconstruct approximately 
four miles of U.S. 460 between 
Ky. 3338 and Ky. 1242 in 
Menifee County. The project 
is to be completed within 245 
working days once constniction 
begins. The approximate com- 
pletion date is in the summer 
of 2014. Working days do not 
count winter months, weekends 
or inclement weather days. 

•A $26,658.50 contract to 
install guardrail along a 0.25 
mile section of Ky. 172 in Mor- 
gan County. The project is to be 
completed by June 1 . 

•A $8,404,339.68 contract to 
rehabilitate the pavement along 
approximately seven miles of 
Ky. 80 between Ky. 15 and Ky. 
476 in Perry County. The proj- 
ect is to be completed by June 1 . 

•A $285,297.52 contract to 
resurface 2.4 miles of Ky. 1110 
in Breathitt County. The project 
is to be completed by .Tune 30. 

•A $180,360 contract to 
resurface 2.76 miles of Ky. 589 
in Morgan County. The project 
is to be completed by June 30. 

•A $586,775.75 contract to 
make pavement repairs to K¥. 
15 in Perry County near the en- 



trance to Hazard High School. 
The bridge piers from the old 
pedestrian bridge at this loca- 
tion will also be removed under 
this contract. The project is to 
be completed by Dec. 1 . 

•A $348,641.25 contract to 
resurface portions of Ky. 1071, 
Ky. 2024 and Ky. 3347 in Ows- 
ley County. The project is to be 
completed by June 30. 

The Department of High- 
ways District 10 consists of 
10 counties - Breathitt, Estill, 
Lee, Magoffin, Menifee, Mor- 
gan, Owsley, Perry, Powell 
and Wolfe - in east-central 
and southeastern Kentucky. 
The district office is located in 
Jackson. 

Construction activities are 
scheduled on a tentative basis 
and are subject to change de- 
pending on weather conditions. 
Motorists are asked to drive 
with caution in work zones and 
be aware of workers, traffic 
control devices and constnic- 
tion equipment when traveling 
in areas where projects are 
ongoing. 

Significant traffic impacts 
resulting from construction 
and maintenance projects are 
posted on District lO's website 
(http://transportation.ky.gov/ 
District-10), the district's Face- 
book page (http://www.face- 
book.com/KYTCDistrictlO) 
and also on the district's Twitter

President C.K. Stacy - whose 
institution sponsored the game 
at Calipari's request - attended 
the game, which included for- 
mer UK stars Tony Delk and 
Jeff Sheppard. 

"I met with Coach Calipari 



over the weekend," Stacy said. 
"He has so much compassion 
for Morgan County. He asked 
about the recovery process and 
the people because he is genu- 
inely concerned about them." 

Stacy also lauded Calipari's 
other philanthropic works. 

"All he has to do is win 
basketball games and people 
will be satisfied," Stacy said. 
"But he does so much more for 
those who are less fortunate, 
and I think that shows the kind 
of man he really is. Kentucky is 
so blessed to have him." 

According to The Lexington 
Herald-Leader, the game and 
an auction conducted at Cali- 
pari's home garnered a total of 
$350,000 to also benefit several 
other causes including service 
dogs for wounded veterans, 
financial literacy in Kentucky 
and the Lexington/Fayette 
County Urban League chapter. 

Approximately $50,000 of 
funds allocated to the tornado 
recovery effort will be admin- 
istered by Morgan County 
Christian Social Services, llie 
remainder of the monies will 
be distributed to various local 
relief organizations.
